The 
acoountB ol ancient musical iosirumeiiie were 
vague, and onr ideas, especially of Ilobrow 
inuaio, were confused till recent sculptures 
and paintings have beoo brought to light 
wbich delineate tho muBical instruments of 
tbe early Oriental nations, and in a aura her 
of oaBes veritable specimens have been dis- 
entombed, Such lor example, is un Egyp- 
tian harp found in Thebes with its siring* 
yet perfect enough to vibrate ogam, after a 
silence ol 3,000 years; The more recent in- 
vestigations prove- that the parent of ull 
brown musical science was Assyria. From 
the AsHyriUDS, the Hebrewa and Iho Egypt- 
ians, end, iudaed, ull Eastern cations, derived 
their knowledge of music. Tho unvBiled 
monume'uti show that, in the time of Senua- 
oherib, musio was a highly cultured art, arid 
must have esiBted through geiieratiooH. 
This polished uatiou used a harp ol 21 
sitings, the frame of which was (our feel 
high, which accompanied minstrel songs, or 
wus borne in (he dance. The lyre of tortoise 
shell, tho double pipe, the trumpet, drum 
and bell were common, Even of the bug- 
pipe, representations have been discovered, 
ihougb none ol ttringed instruments, liue the 
violin, played with the how.

Kinau, and soot to Lahainaldaa Seminary 
to be eduoa'ed. After ho graduated ho bes 
came private Secretary to Kinau. At her 
doath be became ofliciai Secretary to bis late 
Majesty Katnebamehu 111, — wo believe dar- 
ing a portion of the lattor service, ho acted 
also as a district judge, In 1840 ho became 
a member ol the Council of Ch<eN, and bis 
natural quick intelligence caused him to be 
considered as a valuable acquisition to that 
august body. On the formation of the Gov- 
ernment be was appointed member ol the 
King's Privy Coanod of Steto and a mem- 
ber of the House of Nobles, He held for a 
time the position ol Governor of Hawaii, 
being the predecessor of bon Kapeau. In 
1849 he received the appointment ol Cir- 
cuit Judge of Oahu, which offlce'he held till 
tho promulgation of the new constitution in

For many years It has been the custom for 
the fire companies of New Orleans to have a 
general parades on lha 4th of March, but yes- 
terday was a day to be especially and long 
remembered by ihe citizens of this city. 

In numbers and appearance the proces- 
sion baa probably never been surpassed but 
the effect was completely marred by per- 
formances only fit for the Confederacy dur- 
ing the rebellion. 

During tha past five years the Ore com- 
panies of New Orleans were forced to respect 
the flag and government of the United States 
in this city, but tbey made the parade of yes- 
terday a carnival of disloyally and rebellion 
against both. Formerly, during the period 
wo have named, nearly every company on 
parade bore tho United States flag, bat ves» 
terday out of thirty companies we noticed 
but nix tbat honored it with a place in their 
ranks, and these, we understand, wore com- 
pose! mainly ol persons of foroign birth. 

When Butler, BankB, Hurlbui, Canby and 
Sheridan commanded this town the cheers 
which were given a hundred times by com 
puny alter company for Jefl Davis, and the 
playing in our streets of tho ' Bonnie Blue 
Flair,' would have ted to Ihe arrest and im- 
prisonment of the guilty parties ; but now — 
and strange it is — the commander of the 
United Sta'es soldiers in this Filth Military 
Disiriol is cheered by the men who are hoarse 
with cheering for the arch rebel and traitor 

It is a strange spectacle indeed. Who 
would have thought three years ago thnt on 
the 4th day of Marob, 1868, the fire compan- 
ies of New Orleans would be found in line 
in fiont of tha St Charles hotel, cLeering for 
the chief of the late rebellion ? But such 
was the case. One company after another 
passed in front of Jefferson Davis, the head 
and front of that rebellion — whioh has del- 
uded our land in blood, and with uncovered 
heads gave cheer after cboer in his honor. 
'President' Davis addressed his 'friends' not 
in words, for the crowd was loo great, and 
perhaps tho time was not auspicious, but by 
placing hia hand npon his heart and making 
repeated bows, Again and again was tic 
called out upon the balcony, and again and 
TJgain was he cheered, showing that between 
him and those who bad assembled to do 
him honor thete was still tbo most cordial 
sympathy. 

Daring the afternoon our streets resounded 
with Ihe music ol 'Dixie' and the 'Bonnie 
Blue Flag,' and were disgraced by curses 
loud and long against tbo Congress of the 
United States and praises of Andrew John* 
bod. After several of tha oompanios had 
sufficiently honored Jefferson Davis, they 
passed on to Gon Hanoook's headquarters, 
took oft tbeii hats, and cheered for Audrow 
Johnson and Gen Hanoock. 

Was it for this tbat Andrew Johnson sent 
Major General Hanoook to this military dis« 
trict ? It wonld seem so. It is to enable 
tho disloyal in this oity publicly to honor the 
chief ot the rebellion that the Congress and 
the people of the United Sf.atea pay a Major 
General ol their armies to live and com- 
mand in New Orleans'? We believe not ; 
but, nevertheless, the ears of loyal men still 
uche, and their cheeks still blush with the 
Bights and Bounds of yesterday. 

Lot the people ol the country understand 
that rebellion and treason are yet seething in 
the bieasts of the form r rebels of the South; 
that with a few noble exceptions their pro- 
fessions of loyalty and submission are bur 
empty words, and let them also understand 
that now mote than ever before the imme- 
diale reconstruction of these slates oo the 
Congressional plan is an ahsoluie necessity 
And t, bore all, I <jt ihe Piesident, and Coc- 
gress. aud the Generals ol the armies of 
the United S'ales und- rsla- d thai ibis dal- 
lying with the reDellion and treason may 
Itad lo results before which the July mas- 
sacre will sink into ioiignifioan e. Until 
Hush siaibb are reconsl runted they muni be 
rultd by the strong srrn of Ihe military com- 
mander who knows his whole duty and has 
the patriotism >o do it.
